SCHOOL TRUSTEES 
VOTE TENURE FOR 
SIX TEACHERS 


Another step toward full ten¬ 
ure for teachers in the Sierra 
Madre Elementary school was 
taken by the City school board 
of trustees Tuesday night at a 
special meeting. Six teachers, 
including Supt. of Schools 
Charles A. Skutt (as a teacher) 
were placed on tenure, bringing 
the total now on tenure to just 
under half the staff. 

On recommendation of the 
Teachers' committee, the fol¬ 
lowing were afforded security 
in their teaching posts here: 
Mrs. Beulah Wood, Mrs. Phyllis 
Quinlan, Mrs. Matilda Laugh- 
lin, Philip T. Mitchell, James 
Bowman and Supt. Skutt. All 
have served more than three 
years in the local school. 

Since the Sierra Madre school 
has reached an average daily 
attendance of 850 (including 
7th, 8th and 9th grades in Pasa¬ 
dena schools), state legislation 
allows a period of three years 
to gradually return the teachers 
to tenure. 

The present three - member 
school board will hold a regu¬ 
lar meeting on June 15, the re¬ 
organization meeting of the re¬ 
cently enlarged five - member 
board to be held in July.

As was pointed out at the first open meet¬ 
ing last winter, “the library has its property, 
its building fund and a flexible board of 
trustees. Needed now is the support of a 
vigorous organization to add to its cultural 
stature." 

Surely the City of 8000 can match the spirit 
of the villagers whose far-sightedness estab¬ 
lished “soundly the principles of community 
library service." An enthusiastic Friends of 
the Library membership NOW can guide the 
Public's library into this new phase in its 
history.

In her report for the year the 
retiring president, Mrs. Mar¬ 
mion, indicated that Family 
Service is being used increas¬ 
ingly in Sierra Madre. She re¬ 
ported that 45 Sierra Madre 
families have been served since 
the service was organized here 
two years ago, that 266 inter¬ 
views were held during the 
year just closed. These were 
at a cost to the board of $625, 
the clients themselves paying 
$859. 

Contributions Listed 

Of the $600 budget request to 
the Community Fund last year, 
she stated, $300 was received 
from the Fund, and $338 was 
forthcoming from membership 


fees of $2 or more. Among the 
larger contributions were the 
following: Sierra Madre Parent- 
Teacher association, $50; Com¬ 
munity Nursery School auxil¬ 
iary, $25, and, from the collec¬ 
tion at the Union Good Friday 
services, $49. 

For the benefit of new mem¬ 
bers and visitors at the annual 
meeting it was explained that 
clients are referred for psychi¬ 
atric aid to the Family Service 
headquarters in Pasadena, by 
churches, schools, doctors and 
other individuals in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre. The clients, who pay a 
portion of the fee according to 
their financial ability, are 
known to the local board only 
by numbers. 

Carl Schafer, director of Fam¬ 
ily Service of Pasadena, was 
present at the annual meeting 
and introduced Dr. Sidney L. 
Lasseile, Pasadena, pediatri¬ 
cian, who talked on children's 
problems and the parent-child 
relationship.

Activities of

The original registration affi¬ 
davit delivered Tuesday to 
Sixth Precinct Inspector Dorothy 
Evans, 360 Foothill Ave., also 
shows FitzGerald as a regis¬ 
tered Democrat, according to 
Election Judge Wilma Johnston. 
Tom Carroll, supervising clerk 
at the Registrar of Voters office 
in L. A. said that “apparently 
a typographical error has oc¬ 
curred in the precinct lists.

Vaccinations will be 
given by licensed veterinarians 
with volunteers for clerical 
help.

must have licenses. 

The vaccination fee will be 
only $1. Vets recommend that 
dogs of four months of age or 
over be protected by vaccina¬ 
tion. 

The vaccination will protect 
your pet for one year. Dogs 
taken to the playground for in¬ 
noculation MUST be under re¬ 
straint, sponsors advise.

A Homey Drama 
*Gown of Glory* 

“Gown of Glory,” a homey 
drama by Irving Phillips, from 
the “Book-of-the-Month” by 
Agnes Turnbull, has opened for 
a run at the Pasadena Play¬ 
house until June 21, portraying 
with sentiment and sympathy 
the personal and family prob¬ 
lems of the strong and amiable 
Reverend David Lyall, played 
by James Macklin, and his flut- 
tery and emotional wife, Mary, 
as acted by Dorothy Stone. 

The ministers’ credo that re¬ 
ligion should be a creative life 
of joy and happiness, rather 
than a list of prohibitions, 
clashes with the prejudices of 
the“ influential” trio of his 
congregation who watch with 
jaundiced eye the innocent 
adolescents in his family, each 
in the emotional toils of first 
love. 

The minister’s relief from the 
pressures of “the trio” comes 
quite unexpectedly through cer¬ 
tain efforts of the town’s philo¬ 
sophic bachelor, who never 
goes to church—until later- 
played with candid realism by 
Oliver Priekett. 

Distinctly a period play, 
“Gown of Glary” in its living 
room setting, the costumes of 
its 19 characters and some of 
its local prejudices, suggests 
the infant years of this cen¬ 
tury—or earlier. But the clear- 
cut distinctions between the 
good and bad impulses in hu¬ 
man nature, and the lovable 
foibles, and the minister’s am¬ 
bition to reach more people 
with the gospel he believes in, 
by “moving on” to a bigger 
parish, are all as up-to-date as 
next year’s car.—E.V.
